THROUGH THIS BILL the In ­ 
dian land w ill be able to keep 
pace with the growth

Principal point in the beautifi­ 
cation program is in the granting 
to the city a n easement on the 
west side of Section 14 bordering 
Indian avenue for widening that 
street into one of the principal 
thoroughfares.

Up ¡n the Air

Perhaps you were one of the 
people who called up th is sum- 
men 
w hen 
th e 
fighter 
plane 
sw ung low over the city, alm ost 
clipping the tops of th e palm 
trees. If you were, keep calling, 
for low flying or "buzzing” is 
one of the evils of av iatio n but 
one th a t can be elim inated. 
A num ber of steps have been 
taken by federal, state an d local 
officials to do aw ay w ith this 
nuisance elem ent. W hile these 
have been in force for a n u m ­ 
ber of years it m ay be w ell to 
review them . 


FIRST OF ALL, rem em ber Ihis. 
It is ju st as m uch ag ain st the 
law to indulge in low flying of 
the type m entioned above as it 
is to drive eighty m iles an hour 
on th e w rong side of th e street. 
The 
Civil 
A eronautics 
board, 
Federal bureau in charge of av i­ 
ation affairs, has m ade it u n law ­ 
ful for a pilot to fly lower th an 
1000 feet over the hig h est ob­ 
stacle in congested areas except 
w hen landing or tak in g off. The 
state of California h as defined 
this as a m isdem eanor an d pu n ­ 
ishable as such. 
W hen landing or tak in g off the 
pilot 
of necessity 
m ust come 
closer to the ground in the v i­ 
cinity 
of the 
airport; 
in the 
"traffic p attern ” as th is area is 
called 
to 
prevent 
th e 
traffic 
pattern 
from 
reaching 
over 
the city, 
the 
airport 
m an a g e ­ 
m ent, 
two and 
a 
h a lf years 
ago, requested the Civil Aero­ 
nautics A dm inistration 
to a p ­ 
prove a traffic p attern it had 
w orked out so that, plan es enter 
for th eir landings on th e east 
side of the airport, over the open 
desert. 


IN TRAINING for a pilot’s li­ 
cense students m ust practice cer­ 
tain 
m aneuvers 
w hich 
carry 
them closer to the ground th an 
the 1000 feet previously m en ­ 
tioned. They should not do this 
over town. A practice area has 
been set up and approved by the 
Civil A eronautics A dm inistration 
in th e uninhabited 
area east 
southeast of the airport. Thus 
any m aneuvers w hich require 
th at students fly closer to the 
ground than 1000 feet are done 
over th e open desert. 
On rare occasions, aerial pho­ 
tographers have been given per­ 
m ission by city officials to fly 
lower th an the m inim um a lti­ 
tude over town but th is perm is­ 
sion h a s only been given to com ­ 
petent persons actu ally em ployed 
in aerial photography. 


THE AIR FORCE is cooperating 
w ith th is enforcem ent procedure 
on low flying by requesting all 
persons who see an Air Force 
plane flying lower th an 1000 feet 
to report the num ber. All planes 
have an Identification num ber 
on th e lower side of the left wing. 
If you see a plane circling over 
town the chances are th a t he is 
tyring to attract the a tte n tio n of 
friends who w ill pick him up at 
the airport. Even so, he should 
stay high enough so there is no 
danger. If he comes low—he’s 
buzzing. 
The elim ination of low flying 
calls for the cooperation of all 
persons, not only those in a v ia ­ 
tion. Just as m otorists have the 
"hot rods” to contend w ith, we 
in aviation have our "h o t pilots” 
to w atch for and we appreciate 
help. 


Women Less 
Deadly Than 
Male Drivers 


You Palm Springs husbands 
who, every tim e you see a c a r­ 
toon 
lam pooning 
a 
w o m a n 
driver, gleefully show it to your 
w ife— 
You m en who, on seeing a 
w om an driver approach, run for 
th e curb and throw a tarp au lin 
over your car— 
All you m en who disgustedly 
say, "Oh, a w om an driver”— 
Read 
w hat 
the 
Autom obile 
Club of Southern C alifornia has 
to say. 
The club last week labeled the 
typical w om an driver in C alifor­ 
n ia: “chatty, excitable but far 
less deadly on the highw ay th an 
th e average m ale m otorist. 


MOREOVER, she has greater 
field of vision, is m ore cautious 
in traffic, and is m uch less likely 
to earn a police citation th an her 
m ale counterpart. 
These were findings of the 
club’s public safety departm ent, 
resulting from a recent analysis 
to determ ine driving ch aracter­ 
istics of fem ale m otorists. 
The study showed th at C ali­ 
fornia’s typical w om an m otorist 
drives about one-half as m any 
m iles a n n u ally as a m ale: a v er­ 
ages 44 m iles an hour on the 
open highw ay as com pared w ith 
47 m iles an hour for m asculine 
drivers. 


FEMALE MOTORISTS, repre­ 
sen tin g 30 per cent of the reg is­ 
tered m otor vehicle operators in 
the state, are involvd in only one 
out of seven traffic accidents in 
C alifornia; one out of 11 traffic 
fatalities, the club said. 
To th eir credit, likewise, is the 
fact th at the typical fem ale m o­ 
torist is an infrequent traffic vio­ 
lator. L atest statew ide police re ­ 
ports reveal th a t w om en drivers 
receive approxim ately only one 
out of 30 citations issued, in d i­ 
cating th a t their cautious driving 
h ab its pay off, the club pointed 
out. 


THE ANALYSIS detected sever­ 
al inefficiencies th a t are c h a r­ 
acteristic of w om en drivers, n o t­ 
ab ly slow ness of m ovem ent in 
em ergencies, unskilled parking 
ability, greater em otional strain 
under pressure and poor recov­ 
ery from glare blindness. 
A ctual tests tak en 
revealed 
th a t m ale m otorists driving autos 
60 m iles an hour stop their cars 
three feet short of the m arks set 
by women traveling at the sam e 
rate of speed; th at fem ale m otor­ 
ists require an average of 7.47 sec­ 
onds to recover from glare b lin d ­ 
ness. indicating th at they travel 
one-third ag ain as far as m en 
drivers before recovering from 
blinding lights, the club stated.

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AAUW President Rates Education 
As One of Greatest World Needs 


Shortage of educational 
op­ 
portunities ranks w ith lack of 
food and shelter as one of the 
m ost critical needs in th e world 
today, according to Dr. A letha K. 
Hottel, national president of the 
A m erican Association of Univer­ 
sity Women, reporting at AAUW 
national 
headquarters the im ­ 
pressions 
she 
received 
on 
a 
round-the-w orld tour from which 
she recently returned. The trip, 
w hich covered 12 w orld capitals, 
w as conducted by officials of the 
radio Town M eeting program . 
"M ass illiteracy goes hand-in- 
h and w ith starvation an d disease 
in countries like India and those 
of the M iddle E ast.” 
she 
said. 
"In C alcutta alone.” she re­ 
ported, "there are 
tw o 
m illion 
people sleeping in th e streets be­ 
cause they have no form of shel­ 
ter. M illions more are m illing 
about w ithout any sort of homes 
in New Delhi and K arachi.” 
"A s one travels E ast toward 
Asia, poverty becom es increas­ 
ingly evident. Disease, squalor, 
poor housing and illiteracy in ­ 
crease. The range betw een those 
who have an abundance and 
those who have little or nothing 


allow s for no great m iddle class. 
E ducation, along w ith w ealth, Is 
confined to a sm all 
group 
of 
elite." Dr. Hottel said. 
“W hile th e theory of com pul­ 
sory education has come to he 
accepted in governm ental circles 
of m ost countries, a n d in m any 
is w ritten into law, it is im pos­ 
sible to provide for rudim entary 
education where teachers, tex t­ 
books and school b u ildings are 
lacking,” Dr. Hottel com m ented. 
Even in the more highly d e­ 
veloped Epropean countries, ed u ­ 
cational reconstruction is h am p ­ 
ered by a shortage of teachers 
an d the physical facilities need­ 
ed for schools and colleges, she 
pointed out. 
"The great need for leadership 
is evident everyw here,” Dr. Hot­ 
tel observed. "W omen are com ­ 
ing to th e front In governm ent 
and in th e professions. Potential 
leadership of women is the great- 
hope in Germ any, in Pakistan, in 
India an d Japan. But there are 
too 
few 
women 
educated 
for 
leadership. Only th e privileged 
classes have received educations, 
and w hile there is an aw akening 
of 
civic 
responsibility 
am ong 
those, th ey are far too few.”

Get 9000 Trout 


D uring the p ast tw o weeks, 
more th an 9000 rainbow trout 
were planted in the w aters of 
the San Jacinto m ountains. The 
plants were m a d e 
from the 
hatcheries of th e C alifornia D i­ 
vision of Fish an d Gam e. 
H eaviest stocking w as m ade at 
Lake Hemet, w here 6000 trout 
were liberated. Fulm or lake on 
the B anning-Idyllw iId highw ay 
received 3000. Ail fish m easured 
at least six inches, w ith m any 
running as large as 12 inches. 
Because of low w ater levels in 
the stream s, only the two lakes 
were s c h e d u l e d for October 
plantings. Phil Douglas, fish b i­ 
ologist for the Division of Fish 
and G am e, spent two days in the 
area checking th e stream flows. 
None of them w ere considered 
sufficient 
for either catchable 
size fish or fingerlings. 
The late tro u t stocking pro­ 
gram is part of the plan to re ­ 
move all fish from the h atch er­ 
ies prior to the 1919-50 en larg e­ 
m ent 
program . 
A pproxim ately 
75,000 fish are being released 
during October in southern C ali­ 
fornia lakes an d stream s. Most 
of them w ill be placed in San 
Bernardino county because of 
better w ater conditions. 
Sportsm en’s groups are study­ 
ing 
m ethods 
to 
im prove 
the 
stream conditions in order th at 
the San Jacinto m ountains can 
receive 
a 
large 
allotm ent 
of 
trout from the sta te next year.
